Gasless Su n d ay will be fo llo wed by 
Gasless Christmas, bu t y o u 'll p ro bably be 
able to fill er u p in between . 
There had been wid esp read ru mo rs that 
man y gas statio n o wn ers were p lan n in g to 
shu t d o wn sev eral d ay s aro u n d Christmas 
an d New Y ear’s. Bu t as millio n s o f ho lid ay 
trav elers hit the ro ad , a su rv ey by Amer­ 
ican Au to mo bile Asso ciatio n sho wed that 
the p ro test o v er go v ern men t fu el p o licies 
failed to catch fire. 
An AAA check o f 45 states an d the 
District o f Co lu mbia in d icated that 85 p er 
cen t o f gas statio n s, o r 2.7 7 9 . wi|l be o p en 
Dec. 24 an d that 12 p er cen t, o r abo u t 404. 
will be o p en Christmas Day . at least p art 
o f the time. Gas statio n o p eratio n s hav e 
alway s been cu t way back o n Christmas 
Day ev en in y ears when there was n o gaso ­ 
lin e sho rtage.

Yo u may be 
su rp rised to learn that three Misso u ri co u n ties ran k within the 
to p fiv e 
the three big o n es are Mo rgan Co u n ty . Ad air Co u n ty 
an d Way n e Co u n ty . The o ther two are M o n tgo mery an d Green 
Co u n ties, Ohio , bo th ad jacen t to W right-Paterso n AFB " 
This ex cerp t was taken fro m a letter fro m Dr. Dav id R. 
Sau n d ers. D ep artm en t o f Phsy co lOgy , Un iv ersity o f Co lo rad o , in 
resp o n se to a letter fro m Ted Phillip s, a n o ted UFO ex p ert fro m 
Sed alia. 
Sau n d ers had ju st co m p leted a co m p u ter stu d y o f UFO 
sightin gs in the Un ited States in v o lv in g abo u t 7 2,000 rep o rts o v er 
a p erio d o f y ears, an d had co mp iled a list o f co u n ties acco rd in g 
to the n u m ber o f UFO in cid en ts rep o rted . Sau n d ers was 
in fo rmin g Phillip s that o f the to p fiv e UFO rep o rtin g co u n ties in 
the U S ., three were in MLsso u ri. 
Phillip s was n o t su rp rised . "We re d efin itely a ho t-sp o t here," 
he said . "M isso u ri ran ks high in UFO sightin gs . 
. w e’re 
d efin itely - in the to p 10 (states) in the n atio n ." 
An am ateu r asto n o m er fo r 22 y ears. Phillip s has beco me 
kn o wn n atio n -wid e as an au tho rity o n UFO’s an d has p erso n ally 
in v estigated mo re than 250 UFO rep o rts in the p ast 10 y ears. An 
asso ciate o f Dr. .1 Allen Hy n ek. fo rm er .scien tific co n su ltan t to 
the Air F'o rce’s "O p eratio n Blu ebo o k. ” which in v estigated 
U FO’s, F’hillip s has been p raised by Hy n ek as "the fo remo st 
au tho rity o f UFO traces left after rep o rted lan d in gs ’’ 


Phillip s sp ecializes in p hy sical trace research, in v estigatin g 
p hy sical ev id en ce fo u n d at alleged UF’O lan d in g sights The 
resu lt o f Phillip s’ sp ecialty is a catalo g o f so me 7 00 rep o rts fro m 
35 co u n tries. 
Phillip s believ es that 19 7 3 will be the best y ear to d ate fo r 
UFO sightin gs in Misso u ri. 
"The best y ear u p u n til n o w was 19 6 9 . with 116 sightin gs." 
said Phillip s, "bu t this y ear w e’v e had 101 cases as o f Dec 2 an d . 
fro m all in d icatio n s, the n u m ber o f sightin gs by the en d o f the 
y ear will ex ceed the n u m ber o f sightin gs in 19 6 9 " 
Phillip s said there hav e been "abo u t a d o zen ” sightin gs in 
Pettis Co u n ty so far this y ear, bu t n o n e o f them seem to hav e 
in v o lv ed a p o ssible lan d in g 
Phillip s said o n e o f the "b etter q u ality ” rep o rts in the area 
o ccu rred in late No v ember n ear Co le Camp 
Acco rd in g to Phillip s, two m en were co o n hu n tin g an d had let 
their d o g o u t o f the car in a field The men su d d en ly n o ticed a 
red d ish light to ward the to p o f a hill n ear them an d saw a 
n u m ber o f cattle ru n n in g in their d irectio n , away fro m the light 
The men rep o rted that the light ap p eared to mo v e alo n g behin d 
the cattle. The d o g rep o rted ly v en tu red n ear the light an d came 
ru n n in g back to the men . ju m p ed in to the car an d then wo u ld 
n o t co me o u t again . 
The two men said they go t in to their car an d d ro v e to ward 
Highway 6 5 with the o bject ap p aren tly p acin g them at a 
d istan ce. 
When the two reached the highway , they to ld o f seein g a 
seco n d , statio n ary o bject which was jo in ed by the first an d the 
two o bjects mo v ed o ff to gether Phillip s said that a third 


witn ess saw the o rigin al o bject fro m abo u t a mile away . 
On e o f the Pettis Co u n ty sightin gs o tTu rred o n Oct. 3 n ear 
Bo thwell Lo d ge when a co u p le o bserv ed a large bright light with 
a base that seemed to chan ge co lo r The o bject was o bserv ed fo r 
sev eral min u tes by the co u p le as well as so me o f their 
n eighbo rs 


Altho u gh Phillip s in d icated at least a d o zen sightin gs in Pettis 
Co u n ty this y ear, he co u ld recall o n ly o n e 'in cid en t bein g 
rep o rted to au tho rities. 


"Peo p le are really afraid to call an y o n e becau se they ’re afraid 
they 'll be lau ghed a t . " he said . 
Phillip s cited an ex amp le in which a M isso u n resid en t 
en co u n tered a UFX) while camp in g an d had mu ch o f his 
camp in g gear d amaged by the n earn ess o f the o bject .Acco rd in g 
to Phillip s, the man to o k what was term ed "ex cellen t" 
p ho to grap hs o f the o bjt'ct at clo se ran ge bu t refu sed to allo w the 
p ho to s to be p u blished fo r fear o f rid icu le. Phillip s ex amin ed 
the p ho to s an d said they were amo n g the sharp est ev er taken o f 
a UFX) bu t the man rep o rted ly stated that he wo u ld d iso v o w all 
kn o wled ge o f the in cid en t if in v estigato rs attem p ted to make it 
p u blic 
Phillip s estim ated that as few as fiv e p er cen t o f the sightin gs 
are rep o rted d u e to su p p ressio n o r fear o f rid icu le 
To illu strate his p o in t fu rther. Phillip s to ld o f a Gallu p p o ll, 
taken in No v ember, that in d icated at least 15 millio n p eo p le in 
the U S. believ ed that they - had so me ty p e o f UF'O ex p erien ce, 
y et o n ly abo u t 100.000 in cid en ts hav e been rep o rted o v er the 
y ears.

It was an extraordinary' tale 
that would never ci’ase in the 
telling 
It was the collective 
memory of an ancient Israel 
Preserved orally at first, it was 
the beginning (tf the Bible 
Just when the telling com­ 
menced. no one knows exactly 
Just when the misty, primeval 
stories of the world’s origin and

Eventually, however, a start 
was made in recording those 
hallowed traditions in writing 
Scripture attributes the first 
^^¡¡55lL books to Moses around IJOO 
B.C.. but they include accounts 
of far older events going back 
, into remote antiquity 
.Aside 
from the.se preceding sources, 
however, scholars find clues for 
dating the earliest written parts 
of the pre.sent Bible to about 3.-

The process of composing it 
continued afterward for about 
13 centuries, the final passages

F"or a time, his followers also 
perpetuated the experiences of 
him only in their minds, hearts 
and on their lips But gradually 
they. too. put their recollections 
into writing, a task that went 
on for about 50 years after­ 
ward. 
Overall, the actual writing ot 
the Bible, ini hiding the older 
Jewish Scriptures and the .\ew 
Testament of Christians, lasted 
from about 12(M) B (' until near 
100 .A I) It was no rush job 
Yet much of the (untent tlu* 
message it bears, precedt'd in 
fact its written torm. some­ 
times by many centuries That 
ageless essence of it lived and

same place m ight actually be declared a retail business. 
Similarly , he said, a retail store which advertises a Sunday 
sale of restricted items under the “ facade” of a rummage 
sale also would be in violation of the law. 
He said, though, that typical once-a-year rummage sales at 


private homes w ould not violate the law. 
On the second question, Fleming said that under no 


circumstances can a store sell restricted items on Sunday — 
either to the general public or to “ privileged” persons.

wassail 
bowls 
The more rowdy even elected 
a King of Misrule, who led the 
merry 
making 
Sometimes, 
dancing pipers and clowns lur­ 
ched into churches on Christ­ 
mas morning and disrupted sol­ 
emn masses. 
By 1681. there had been such 
an influx of Catholics, Episco­ 
palians and others who wanted 
to celebrate the holiday in the 
New World that the ban be­ 
came impossible to enforce in 
Mas.sachusetts. and the legisla­ 
ture repealed it 
But that didn't mean Christ­ 
mas was suddenly socially ac­

Concern is appearing 
over grain reserve bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
cern appears to be growing 
among 
administration 
farm 
leaders over bills in Congress 
which would force the govern­ 
ment to set up reserves of 
grain as a hedge against short­ 
ages and soaring prices 
Sources in the Agriculture 
Department siiy a counter-of- 
f e n s i V e 
is 
being 
quietly 
planned Its aim will be to cool 
congressional zeal for the re­ 
serve idea, a concept which has 
had only mild support in the 
past. 
One reason that Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L 
Butz. who 
has fought reserves all along, 
says support has develped for 
the 
reserves 
is 
that 
urban 
members of Congress—along 
with a growing number from 
farm areas—are fed up with 
rising food costs. 
The stock answer by Butz 


and other administration fig­ 
ures has been that farmers will 
produce more next year and 
thus help cool off food prices. 
Butz also says farmers need 
price incentives from the mar­ 
ketplace. not government or­ 
ders. to produce more and earn 
decent incomes. 
The Butz argument also con­ 
tains a strong emphasis on 
farm exports, a soaring market 
which more than any other 
single factor has helped boost 
commodity prices the past 18 
months. 
Sen. Dick Clark. D-Iowa. who 
introduced a bill this week to 
create a food bank of grain and 
soybean 
reserves, 
says 
the 
government’s current policy is 
“ merely reacting helter-skele- 
ter to sudden emergencies. ” 
.A domestic reserve, Clark 
said, will help stabilize food 
prices at home and provide vis- 


ible assurance to foreign coun­ 
tries that the United States is 
prepared immediately to offer 
assistance. 
Rep. 
Neal Smith, another 
Iowa Democrat, has a similar 
bill in the House. 


Butz frequently mentions in 
speeches what he considers the 
evils of setting up government- 
owned grain reserves 
In his 
prepared text of a speech for 
the National Agricultural Out­ 
look Conference this week Butz 
called attention indirectly to 
the reserve idea. 


“ Government-held surpluses 
no longer hang over the mar­ 
kets as the sword of Damocles, 
with neither farmers nor the 
trade knowing when some capr­ 
icious decision by a secretary 
of agriculture may turn loose a 
great quantity on the market, ” 
Butz said

Christmas in South Vietnam 


is smaller without the war 


SAIGON (AP) - Bao Van 
Minh is a bttle boy caught be­ 
tween 
two 
worlds 
He 
is 
trapped between a Vietnamese 
mother who can’t keep him and 
an 
American 
father 
who 
doesn’t want him. 
He is a Roman Cathobc who 
has never celebrated Christ­ 
mas. He bves in a Buddhist 
country where the biggest hob- 
day is the lunar new year Tet. 
But he hasn’t celebrated that, 
either. 
Many Vietnamese in both 
North and South, however, are 
Cathobcs. converted during the 
time of French colonial rule 
With the withdrawal of U S 
forces earlier this year, Christ­ 
mas this year in South Vietnam 
is not as big as it was during 
the war 
Until last August. Dao Van 
Minh had nothing to celebrate 
and every day brought a silent 
night of hunger without hope. 
There are more orphans in 
Vietnam than there are people 
in the state of Maine. That 
means that in a country of 18 
milbon souls, one milbon chil­ 
dren are without a father, or a 
mother, or either one 
But this Christmas Dao Van 
Minh will be one of the few 
lucky ones. Because somehow 
the Vietnamese-American Chil­ 
dren’s Fund and the 10-year-old 
boy found each other. 
Director Victor Srinivasan 
took Minh and gave him his 
first bed to sleep in and his 
first pencil to write with. He 
did the same for Minh’s 8-year- 
old half-brother, Dao Van Thao, 
also a 
Vietnamese-American 
with a long-gone GI father. 
Their middle-aged mother, a 
former maid at a U S. Army 
base near Saigon, used to spend 
a part of the $16 she earns each 
month visiting them on special 
Saturdays 


But tuberculosis has weaken­ 
ed her and she doesn’t come 
very much any more. 
“ She probably won’t come 
Christmas, either." said Sri­ 
nivasan 
“ She feels bad be­ 
cause she has nothing to give 
her sons . ” 
Srinivasan says he’s a bit 
worried about where he’s going 
to get the extra money to buy a 
toy and a set of clothes for 
each of the 74 children who live 
and learn at his orphanage 
Half 
are 
Vietnamese-Ameri- 
cans 
When he asked them what 
they wanted for Christmas ev­ 
ery single child requested one 
of five things; a doll, a train, a 
plane, a car. or a Santa Claus. 
Srinivasan says none of them 
has ever received a gift before. 
Minh. the oldest, wants some­ 
thing else besides: He wants to 
go the United States. He wants 
his brother to go. too. 
“ In America there is good 
food, 
good 
clothes, 
good 
books.” said Minh. “ In Amer­ 
ica every day is Christmas” 
Because half of Srinivasan’s 
“ children” are Christian and 
half are Buddhist, he decided to 
hold special celebrations for 
both Christmas and the Tet 
new year, which comes in Feb­ 
ruary. 
Last month the children be­ 
gan learning carols in both 
Engbsh and Vietnamese and 
planned skits for a pageant. 
Their teacher read them the 
Christmas story from the Bible 
and they learned the words to 
“ Joy to the World. ” Among 
themselves, they decided who 
would be angels and who would 
be the Wise Men, and they 
picked a two-headed baby with 
slanted brown eyes to be their 
own Jesus Christ.

Brazilian women battle for jobs

RIO DE JA N EIRO . Brazil 
<AP) — More women in Brazil 
are beating the "machismo" 
system and getting good jobs 
that once were considered for 
men only — despite the fact 
tLuit this South American nation 
remains a strong-hold of male 
dominance. 
It's a tough battle. Recent 
laws have given Brazilian wom­ 
en equal rights — on paper — 
with men But most Brazilian 
men still think a woman’s job 
is to stay 
home and 
have 
babies. The census shows that 
while women make up nearly 
51 per cent of Brazil's popu­ 
lation of 100 million, they con­ 
stitute just 17 per cent of the 
work force. 
There are no militant U.S.- 
style women's rights groups in 
Brazil Yet it is possible now 
for 
a 
determined 
Brazilian 
woman to compete on an equal 
basis with men and succeed in 
a career. 
Here are three examples: 
In Fortaleza, capital of the 
northeastern Brazilian state of 
Ceara. you might expect to en­ 
counter a collection of tough, 
typically hot-blooded "macho " 
Latins in the police force. And 
you do. except at the eighth 
precinct. There the chief is a 
demure. 
28-year-old 
blonde 
named Margarida Maria Bor­ 
ges de Uarvalho. The first 
woman 
precinct 
chief 
in 
Ceara s history Miss Caravallo 
is the boss of Yl policemen and 
detectives — all males. 
"I believe that women will 
make their mark in the world 
in a gradual manner, without 
the need for organized move­ 
ments.' she said. "I competed 


for this job against 55 men. I 
found no discrimina tion based 
on sex I would like to point out 
that when I qualified and my 
name came before the governor 
for approval, he made no spe­ 
cial reference to the fact that I 
was a woman. 
"It's difficult to be the first 
anything But government offi­ 
cials. the press and the people 
here m general have been be­ 
hind me all the way 
she said 
Miss 
Carvalho 
graduated 
from Ceara Federal Univer­ 
sity's Lw School and then en­ 
rolled 
in 
the 
state 
Police 
School. She was a t ap student 
and wound up as state pistol 
shooting champion 
" I think I have the same 
chance for advancement on the 
police force as a man." she 
said. "And in this department 
there 
is 
no 
salary 
dis­ 
crimination between men and 
women." 
Jenny Sauer Dias, f>5. is mar­ 
ket research and industrial re­ 
lations director of Sauer S.A., 
one of South America’s largest 
gear factories. It wasn’t until 
four years ago. when her father 
who founded the company died, 
that she had the nerve to defy 
the traditional view’ that a Bra­ 
zilian woman's place is in the 
home. 
Sauer, a German immigrant, 
willed the factory to his seven 
children—five sons and two 
daughters. The brothers as­ 
sumed they would run the oper­ 
ation and give the women hon­ 
orary positions on the board of 
directors 
"I was determined to take an 
active role." Mrs. Dias said. "I 
told myself I wasn’t going to be 
relegated to the back seat be­ 
cause I was a woman." 


She took an intenstive univer­ 
sity-level course in marketing 
and then strode boldly into the 
gear factory to take up her po­ 
sition. 
"The idea of a woman taking 


charge offended my brothers' 
male vanity." she said. "When 
I started work, none ot them 
would teach me the ropes So I 
learned the hard way — by my­ 
self "

Controversial author is still speaking out about society

DANBURY, Conn. <AP) - 
Merle Miller once belonged to 
22 different organizations, all of 
them, 
he 
says, 
devoted 
to 
changing the world. Now he’s 
not quite sure he belongs to 
anything. 


“ When you don’t know about 
failing, you can be optimistic. 
You can build a world govern­ 
ment, believe there will never 
be another war and think truth 
and justice will prevail,” said 
Miller, a 52-year-old author who 
lives in Brewster, N Y. 


He was a successful novelist 
and 
television 
script 
writer 
when Sen. Joseph McCarthy 
came along in the ’50s. Miller 
ended up on the blacklist, usu­ 
ally out of work or writing un­ 
der pseudyonyms — "all those 
ticky-tacky things one does to 
survive." 


But that was a long time ago. 
Most of the anger is gone, and 
Miller now lives comfortably in 
a bnght, colorful glass house 
perched on a hill in the coun­ 
tryside. In January, his latest 
book will be published. “ Plain 
Speaking. An Oral Biography of 
Harry Truman.” is its title 


“ Harry Trumans old man 
said a man should leave the 
world just a little bit better 
than it was when he came into 
it," Miller said "Well, my gen­ 
eration’s going to check out

“ I guess I'm pretty much of

Miller 
added 
cheerfully, peering out behind 
heavy, black-rimmed glasses. 
His friends tell him he’s getting 
old, because he writes about 
the past instead of the future. 
But the book is based on a 
series of tape-recorded conver­ 
sations with Truman in the ’50s 
in which Miller finds lessons 
for 1973 and cause for optim­ 
ism. 
He discussed Truman, Water- 
gate and a lot of other things 
during a recent speech in near­ 
by New Milford. 
“ Harry Truman really knew 
what the Constitution was all 
about, he knew it backwards 
and 
forwards," 
said 
Miller. 
About 
Watergate, 
he 
says, 
“ There’s nothing quite as black 
as this in American history.” 
At least, though, Miller can 
read th^ newspaper in the 
morning now (“ I used to have 
to have a drink around 11 
a.m.’’). Since Watergate has 
"exposed" the Nixon adminis­ 
tration, he finds it easier to 
swallow the news with his 
morning coffee.

what he calls "the only minor­ 
ity it’s okay to hate." 


It all came about, he says, 
"not out of courage, but out of 
boredom. 
He was tired of pre­ 
tending. tired of hearing slurs 
and jokes and put-downs of 
homosexuals. And even though 
he claims to be a pessimist and 
insists one is better off being 
young and idealistic, he is prob­ 
ably happier now than when he 
was “ playing the role as a 
straight” 
"If you can relieve the guilt 
of 10 people in your lifetime, 
you've made a contribution," 
he’s decided. He received hun­ 
dreds of letters from other 
homosexuals who found con­ 
solation in his frank, sometimes 
biting account of his 50 years of 
private guilt and grief. 
Now he lives quietly and ami­ 
cably with his housemate, Da­ 
vid Elliot, also an author. And 
although he says, “ 'Fag' is 
still an operative word in our 
society," he finds most friends 
seem to have accepted his life­ 
style — even his mother, who 
drew some of Miller's cruelest 
barbs.

was frank and outspoken and it 
cost him both jobs and friends. 
Today, he’s involved 
cause that is perhaps th» 
unpopular of all.

Author conquers 
heritage problems

NEW YORK (AP) - “ Half- 
breed," a book by Maria Camp­ 
bell who is of Cree Indian and 
Scottish descent, reads like fic­ 
tion. but the story she recounts 
in her autobiography is all 
fact; 
A childhotxl marked by pov- 
e r t y 
and 
discrimination; 
“ mother" at age 12 to her half­ 
orphaned brothers and sisters; 
marriage at l.'i to a white man 
who deserted her; mother of 
four children of her own by 
three different men; prostitu­ 
tion; heroin addiction; alcohol­ 
ism. a suicide attempt and a 
nervous breakdown. 
Now J.3. drug-free, sober, re­ 
married — to Indian writer, 
singer and composer Shannon 
Two Feathers - she is devot­ 
ing her energies to helping not 
only half breeds, but “ all op­ 
pressed people." 
“ It was hard to write about 
some 
of the things." 
Miss 
Campbell acknowledged in an 
interview here. “ But I wanted 
to tell the world outside that we 
are people, we cry and laugh 
and arc hurt and feel love like 
everyone else and they should 
treat us like human beings. 
And I hope the young native 
people who read the book can 
identify with it and won’t have 
to feel the way I did — that 
surely nobody else ever went 
through this." 
The thin-faced, black-haired 
and blue-eyed author says she 
is not bitter at either the In­ 
dians who called halfbreeds 
“ half-people" or the whites who 
called them “ dirty breeds." 
But she is angry at the system 
which she says brings oppres­ 
sion about. 
“ There is no excuse to put la­ 
bels and colors on people." she 
says in her soft voice. “ We 
can't .say T’m Indian and I’m 
fighting for Indians alone.’ or 
i ’m black and I’m fighting for 
blacks alone.’ The ultimate aim 
is to all come together” 


Miss (’ampbell. who lives in 
the Canadian province of Al­ 
berta, has a weekly column in 
an Indian newspaper, writes ra­ 
dio and television scripts and 
travels extensively to native 
communities Fluent in (’ree. 
Blackfoot and Chippewa, as 
well as English and French, 
she is able to talk to audiences 
in their own language. 
“ I try to make them under­ 
stand that our contribution to 
the world is really important, 
she explains.

MANAGUA. Nicaragua (AP) 
— Shortly after midnight on 
Dec 23. 1972, Alma Urbina and 
her husband went to sleep in 
the bedroom of their neat, 
smgle-story house in downtown 
Managua 
Then, with a terrible thrust 
beneath the city, the earth­ 
quake struck. 
“The wall and roof just feel 
m,’’ recalled Alma a year later 
“ We lost everything but our 
lives ■ 
Alma also lost a baby she 
had been carrying for three 
months 
She collapsed in a pool of 
blood in a vacant lot near the 
smoking rubble of what had 
been her home and had a mis­ 
carriage She was unconscious 
for nearly five days before 
medical attention arrived. 
Her story' is but one of thou­ 
sands of tragedies that struck 
this Central American capital 
when the 1972 earthquake with­ 
in minutes levelled 60 per cent 
of the city. 
Nobody knows exactly how 
many died in those moments. 
Maybe 10,000, maybe 15,000. 
Oniy a week ago, two more 


Railroad asks 


for dam ages 


after mishap 


KANSAS CITY, Kan (AP) - 
The Union Pacific Railroad is 
seeking $750,000 damages from 
a trucking company and the es­ 
tate of a truck driver as a re­ 
sult of an accident. 
The driver. Julius C. Alexan­ 
der. 36, and his wife were killed 
when a freight train crashed 
into a 16-ton dump truck loaded 
with sand at the west edge of 
this city June 11. Alexander 
was a contract hauler for the 
J& L Trucking (^o., whose own­ 
er, Lyn Scoles. was named a 
defendant in the suit, filed Fri­ 
day in U.S. District Court. 


Alexander had 14 children 
and stepchildren. 


The railroad alleged that Al­ 
exander failed to yield the 
right-of-way. Four diesel lo­ 
comotives and 21 freight cars 
piled up in a massive jumble. 
Four trainmen were hurt. The 
U P said it took 100 workers al­ 
most 24 hours to clear the main 
line and the adjoining highway.

from the remaining debris 
Alma. 20 years old. was un­ 
der medical care again on the 
eve of the first anniversary of 
the earthquake 
She gave birth to a healthy 
baby in the overcrowded F'. Ve­ 
lez Paiz Hospital on the out­ 
skirts of Managua. Its rooms 
and 
passageways 
are 
filled 
with beds and cots of patients 
because the other hospitals in 
the city were destroyed and 
have yet to be rebuilt. 
Life was good for the Urbinas 
before the earthquake. Her hus­ 
band was studying law at the 
local 
university 
part-time 
while he sold furniture Alma 
stayed at the home, which 
they owned, and took care of 
their son, now 2 years old. 
But her husband is no longer 
in school He must work full­ 
time. They lost their house and 
everything within Now. living 
in a one-room rented home out­ 
sider Managua. they are begin­ 
ning anew 
“ At least the house is of 
wood,” said Alma “ So it may 
not fall down in the next earth­ 
quake."

The possibility of another 
earthquake is very much in the 
minds of Nicaraguans 
The downtown area — nearly 
4(K) blocks — is still a mass of 
rubble and shells of homes and 
office buildings. Poor families 
with makeshiR pushcarts dig 
through the debris for scraps of 
iron and copper wire to sell to 
metal dealers. 
The only salvagable buildings 
in the center of Managua were 
the post office and the 16-story 
Bank of America building, its 
white, painted sides glistening 
in the morning sun as a stark 
monument to what was once a 
thriving city of 400.000 
The local newspapers are 
crammed every day with black- 
bordered notices telling friends 
and family of one-year me­ 
morial Masses to be held in the 
Roman Catholic churches still 
standing 
“ The odds are that another 
earthquake won’t happen again 
a year later,” said one resi­ 
dent 
“But you can't help feel­ 
ing funny inside as the day ap­ 
proaches. We will never forget 
the horror “ 
Although an army of 5.000 
unemployed meji worked to 
clear away the rubble down­ 
town. the damage was simply 
too great to cope with without 
modern machinery. The men 
have been dismissed.

WICHITA. Kan (AP) - The 
Wichita Eagle said Saturday 
that an Army pilot from Wich­ 
ita who is stationed at Ft. 
Campbell. Kv.. has kicked off 
an investigation into alleged 
waste to jet fuel at that Army 
base. 


In Washington. Friday. Sen 
Bob Dole. R-Kan . said he had 
asked Defense Secretary Ar­ 
thur Schelsinger and Federal 
Energy Office Director William 
Simon to investigate the allega­ 
tions Dole told them he had 
heard that pilots at Ft. Camp­ 
bell had been ordered to fly ex­ 
tra schedules to use up JP-4 jet 
fuel to make storage room on 
the base for new supplies. 
The pilot, a lieutenant, who 
asked to remain anonymous 
“ because I'd like to maxe cap­ 
tain. 
told The Eagle Friday 
night that an order came down 
“ Tuesday or Wednesday of last 
week 
He said two batallions 
at Ft. Campbell had been told 
to fly 300 hours apiece by 
January 
because 
“ we 
have 
these JP-4 tankers coming in" 
and he indicated, they have to 
be turned away for lack of stor­ 
age space 
Dole's statement said “ My 
report indicates that an order 
was given to pilots to begin a 
heavy schedule, though there 
were no planned missions nor 
scheduled training excercises to 
justify it ... I understand that 
some 600.000 to 1 million gal­ 
lons may be involved " 
The Ft. Campbell pilot, in his 
comments to Eagle aviation 
writer 
Dennis 
Pearce, 
con­ 
firmed both that estimate and 
the fact that the flights appar­ 
ently were unjustified. 
Dole said that if such a prac­ 
tice were being carried out at 
other military bases the waste 
could be tremendous. 


The pilot told The Eagle that 
he attempted 
to learn the 
source of the order but that all 
he was told was that it came 
“ from above.’’ 
“ If we are, in fact, having an 
energy crisis, this shouldn’t 
happen.” he added.

gathering up ail wandering animals 
and selling them to unethical research 
laboratories. Sure—you’ve heard it be­ 
fore. But people are still allowing it to 
happen. And on a scale of cruelty and 
suffering so large it staggers the imagi­ 
nation. 
One of the less obvious forms of 
cruelty centers around 100 million ver­ 
tebrate animals killed each year by re­ 
search laboratories. Granted, this does 
not apply to all research labs, and some 
of the animals suffer no pain and are 
treated humanely during experiments. 
But for others there are torturous ex­ 
periences, 
imrluding 
being 
beaten, 
scalded and burned so that their reac­ 
tions may be studM until they die. 
Millions die slow and miserable 
deaths from laboratory inflicted poi- 


sons, irradiation, cancer, exotic surgery 
and disease. Others are imprisoned for 
years in small dark cages in poorly ven­ 
tilated rooms. Monkeys have been 
kept for months and years in “ restrain­ 
ing chairs” (a steel boxlike contrapticm 
with an opening for the head, arms and 
legs), while often painful research b 
done on them. 
Most of this suffering is unnecessary 
and inexcusaNe and has been deplored 
by eminent scientists for years. But the 
general public seems to have accepted 
the idea that anesthesia and sterility are 
all that lie behind the laboratory walls. 
Nt^true. 
To add more fia;!, bills have been 
proposed before legislatures, over the 
vears, to legalize the use of live animals, 
including cats and dogs, in high school 


science experiments. One of the argu­ 
ments has been that by experimenting 
on a dog or a cat, tlK child w ill assume 
a more impersonal and objective atti­ 
tude toward animals. Never mind the 
fact that we w ill be teaching our chil­ 
dren to repress emotions of empathy 
and compassion. One high school stu­ 
dent was reportedly traumatized dur­ 
ing a diabolical experiment conducted 
by the biology teacher, dissecting a 
half-anesthetized screaming kitten in 
front of the class. One cannot help but 
wonder what psychological effect ex­ 
periences like this w ill have on the de­ 
veloping child. 
The only way we can save our ani­ 
mals b through enactment of effective 
federal legblation. Existing anti-cruelty 
laws don’t work, since most states ex­ 
empt research institutes from such 
laws. It b up to the people to demand 
effective legblative action. 
“ Effective”—that’s the key word. Be­ 
cause lack of enforcem ^t is as much 
of a problem os having no rules what­ 
soever. It is not uncommon for some­ 
one being charged with violating ani­ 
mal codes of a city ordinance to be 
nonchalantly escorted out of court 
without so much as a reprimand by an 
unconcerned judge. And changes of 
venue are frequent when a local wel­ 
fare league or citizen tries to pursue a 
case for the animals’ protection. 
The cause and the responsibility rest 
entirely on you. If you own a female 
cat or dog, have her spayed, or at least 
resolve to keep your pet strictly con­ 
trolled during the breeding season. If 
you do not, you are contributing to the 
surplus of animab and you are contri­ 
buting to the cruelty and torture they 
must endure. 
Oh, yes—one other thing ... 
Even if you never intend to have an 
animal set foot in your door, you 
should be concerned. As a taxpayer, 
you are paying many milli»'ns a \c»ir 
for animal rescue and control. Isn’t 
there a better way to spend that money? 
The animals are crying— 
Do you hear?
